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THE  HOHENSTAUFEN  DYNASTY. 

Away  back  in  the  history  book 
about  the  time  William  the  con- 
quer was  putting  up  his  barb  wire 
fence  around  Britain,  a  noble  fam- 
ily came  into  existence  in  Germany 
called  the  Hohenstaufen.  The 
family  name  is  particuarly  hard  to 
translate  intoEngiish  but  as  it  came 
from  the  lava  hills  on  which  their 
castle  stood  we  can,  I  think,  be  safe 
in  giving-  as  an  approximate  equiv- 
alent the  English  expression  "Hot 
Stuff."  The-  first  Hohenstaufen 
was  one  Fredrick  who  held  up  his 
end  of  the  fighting  so  well  in  the 
battles  of  the  German  Emperor 
Henry  IV,  that  he  was  made  Duke 
of  Swabia  and  built  his  hot  stuff 
castle  up  on  those  lava  hills  near 
the  springs  of  the  Rhine  about  the 
middle  of  the    eleventh    centur3\ 

His  son,  another  Frederick,  was 
in  charge  of  the  empire  some  years 
later  while  the  emperor  Henr}'  IV, 
took  a  few  months  off  to  go  on  a 
crusade.  He  ran  things  so  well  in 
the  meantime  that  when  Henr}'  got 
back  from  the  Holy  Land  he  put 
Frederick  down  in  his  will  success- 
or to  the  throne.  Unluckily,  how- 
ever, for  the  Hohenstaufens  the 
Pope  had  somehow  got  the  notion 
that  this  family  could  trace  their 
origin  to  the  same  source  as  the 
brimstone  and  lava  of  the  castle 
site  and  he  declared  the  will  null 
and  void.  So  he  was  able  to  have  a 
man  named  Lothair  of  Saxony 
elected  instead. 
This  naturally  madeFrederick  and 
»  his  brother  Konrad  rather  sore  and 
and  they  kept  kicking  up  a  row 
every  now  and  again  for  a  few 
years,  making  poor  Lothair  so   un- 


comfortable that  he  finally  passed 
in  checks. 

There  were  at  this  time  two  prin- 
cipal families  in  Germany  the  Ho- 
henstaufens or  Waiblingers  and 
Welfs  or  Guelfs  from  whom  the 
Queen  of  England  traces  her  decent. 
Well,  because  Lothair  the  deceased 
had  advised  the  princes  to  elect  a 
Guelf  Henry  the  Proud  his  suc- 
cessor, the  electors  gave  it  to 
Konrad  of  Hohenstaufen  who  had 
been  making  life  miserable  for 
Lothair.  The  Germans  were  so 
afraid  of  their  king  getting  too 
much  of  a  hold  on  them  in  those 
days  that  when  he  proposed  any- 
thing to  them  they  did  the  opposite 
right  off  for  fear  he  was  working 
some  deal  on  them.  So  Konrad  the 
Hot  Stuff  got  a  grip  on  the  spokes 
of  the  wheel  of  the  ship  of  state 
and  came  to  be  father  of  a  line  of 
kings.  He  threw  away  his  ducal 
overcoat  and  donned  the  royal  robes 
on  the  day  before  Washington's 
birthday  eleven  hundred  and  thirty 
eight. 

The  principal  things  that  Kon- 
rad did  were  to  put  that  double 
headed  eagle  on  the  German  coins 
which  is  perching  there  yet,  and  to 
go  on  a  crusade.  He  was  careful  to 
take  the  old  gentleman  Guelf  with 
him.  But  one  day  while  Konrad 
was  watching  a  persian  theater  in  a 
town  called  Acre,  Guelf  sneaked 
off  back  home  and  started  up  a 
first  class  scrap.  Konrad,  however, 
faced  and  defaced  the  ancestors  of 
the  British  Queen  in  short  notice. 
Put  fate  soon  decreed  his  resigna- 
tion and  he  was  poisoned. 

In  the  year  of  1152  Konrad's  neph- 
ew Frederick  the  First  had  his  ini- 
tials stitched  on  the  royal  linen  and 


announced  that  he  had  started  in 
business  as  King  and  Emperor  of 
Germany.  He  is  a  sort  of  a  polit- 
ical landmark  in  history,  and  he  al- 
ways used  to  be  called  "lighthouse" 
when  he  was  ten  years  old  because 
of  his  red  hair.  He  is  regarded  as 
being  pretty  nearly  as  much  of  a 
hummer  as  Karl  the  Great  and 
some  of  the  Germans  think  that  he 
is  still  alive  snoring  away  up  in 
some  hole  in  the  mountains. 
Well,  anyway,  this  Frederick 
was  called  Barbarossa  on  account 
of  his  beard  and  he  was  even 
more  "hot  stuff"  than  Konrad. 

Frederick  Barbarossa  had  a  good 
college  education  and  was  an  A  No. 
1  soldier.  His  predecessor  had 
pretty  well  settled  the  Guelps  but 
he  started  in  at  once  to  have  trouble 
with  the  Pope.  The  Papacy  and 
the  Hohenstaufens,  neverdid  get  on 
well  together  and  Frederick  had  to 
slide  over  into  Italy  six  times  to 
settle  who  was  to  be  boss  of  the 
Lombard  cities.  When  he  was 
down  there  once,  about  five  min- 
utes before  a  big  battle,  Henry  the 
Lion  the  head  of  the  Guelf  faction 
walked  off  the  field  with  a  third  of 
the  arm}' and  the  Emperor  got  beat. 
This  made  him  so  hot  that  he 
scraped  together  a  big  force  of 
militia  and  foreclosed  a  mortgage 
on  Guelf  ranch  which  reached  over 
a  third  of  Germany.  He  divided  it 
into  smaller  ranches  and  gave 
them  to  his  relations  and  friends  to 
farm  out  for  him.  He  thought  if 
he  redivided  German}'  this  way  that 
none  of  the  dukes  would  get  to  be 
too  much  of  a  fancy  article  to  run 
errands  for  him.  But  this  proved 
sort  of  a  boomerang  for  the  Emp- 
erors authority,  for  when  it  once  got 


started  the  Germans  liked  to  de- 
vide  their  ranches  so  much  that 
they  kept  splitting'  them  and  splitt- 
ing' them  until  after  a  century  or 
two  some  of  the  claims  got  to  be 
too  small  for  the  owners  to  stand 
on  with  more  than  one  foot  at  a 
time.  But  each  one  wanted  his  own 
way  just  as  much  as  ati3'  one  Of  the 
five  charter  members  had,  and 
they  never  could  all  agree  to  do 
what  the  Emperor  said.  Frederick 
made  up  Austria  out  of  a  duchj'  of 
Bavaria,  made  Bohemia  a  separate 
ranch,  built  a  fence  around  Poland, 
and  took  the  end  of  the  dnch\'  of 
Saxony"  to  make  the  Mark  of  Brand- 
enburg which  later  became  the 
germ  of  modern  Prussia. 

This  King  had  been  away  in 
Italy  so  much  that  his  people  didn't 
have  a  chance  to  see  his  bad  quali- 
ties so  he  was  very  popular.  This 
was  the  only  good  thing  the  Hohen- 
staufens  ever  got  out  of  Italy  and 
Frederick  Barbarosa  was  the  only 
one  who  was  able  to  g'rab  the  di- 
lemma between  losing  Italy  or  Ger- 
many, who  was  able  to  grab  the 
dilemma  by  the  horns  and  sling  it 
out  of  his  way.  He  was  very  popu- 
lar, as  I  have  said,  the  people  took 
such  a  liking  to  him  tiiat  he  didn't 
have  any  trouble  in  raising  an 
army  of  100,01)0  men  to  go  on  a  cru 
sade.  He  gained  some  first  rate 
victories  as  soon  as  he  landed  in 
Palestine.  But  one  Tuesday  after- 
noon in  the  year  of  1190  as  he  was 
crossing  a  river  on  horseback,  the 
horse  shied  at  the  reflection  oi  his 
Barbarossa  in  the  water — that's  the 
Italian  for  red  whiskers — and  he 
was  thrown  off  and  drowned. 

Frederick  I  was  a  great  king 
and  a  brave  soldier  and  he  might 
have  conqnored  the  Saracens,  Italy, 
and  the  Guelfs  once  for  all  if  it  had 
not  been  for  his  red  whiskers.

able to  compete  further. 

H.  B.  Cragin  carried  off  a  hand- 
some gold  medal  as  first  prize  in 
(iie  880-yard  run,  while  Captain  An- 
derson won  third  place  in  the  same 
event. 

Then  came  the  duel  relay  race  be- 
tween Lake  Forest  and  Chicago 
University,  and  the  maroons  were 
vanquished  by  the  grand  old  red 
and  black.  Ne.\ton  ran  fust  for  L. 
F.  U.  but  lost  some  distance  Ander- 
son came  next  and  regained  a  part 
;)f  the  lost  distance;  then  Cragin 
ran,  making  up  all  that  had  been 
lost,  and  when  he  gave  W.  F.  Jack- 
son the  signal  tostart  he  had  a  lead 
of  nearly  four  yards  of  his  man. 
Then  Jackson  got  in  some  of  his 
sprinting  and  finished  with  ease  20 
yards  in  advance  of  his  man.

distinct  record,  or  kept  any   of   the 


trophies  where  they  wonld  serve  as 
an  impetus  to  others.  It  is  an  es- 
tablished custom  in  many  colleges 
to  set  apart  a  room  as  a  trophy 
room  and  permanent]}-  place  there 
whatever  banners  or  other  trophies 
may  be  won  by  representatives  of 
the  school.  Usually  the  pictures  of 
the  football,  baseball  and  track 
teams  are  kept  in  the  same  room. 
There  too  is  recorded  the  records  of 
field  day  events, tennis  tournaments 
and  scores  of  all  games  played.  At 
present  the  only  trace  kept  of  these 
facts  and  records  is  to  be  found  in 
the  Annuals.  A  very  unsatisfactory 
system  to  say  the  least,  as  the  regu- 
larity of  the  Annual  is  very  uncer- 
tain, and  we  recall  how  difficult  a 
task  it  was  to  secure  them.  But  such 
a  room  should  not  be  limited  to 
athletics  alone.

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LINCOLN     AND     DOUGLAS     IN     IS5S. 


(An  oration  deliuered  before  the  Elocution  Class.) 


The  year  1858  marks  an  epocl)  in 
American  history'.  It  was  a  time  of 
trouble.  Everwhere  was  discontent, 
agitation  and  contention.  Man 
fought  against  man;  principles 
were  forsaken  for  prejudices;  truths 
were  trampled  under  foot  by  pas- 
sion; and  justice  was  smothered  by 
class  interests.  What  was  the  cause 
of  it  all?  Nothing  more  than  the 
absence  of  whiteness  in  some  of 
God's  own  creatures.  And  because 
the  face  of  the  negro  was  black, 
some  white  people  thought  his  soul 
black  also. 

The  country  was  divided  on  the 
slavery  question.  The  South  had 
made  great  gains,  but  she  was  not 
satisfied.  The  North  was  equally 
energetic  in  counteracting  the  ad- 
vances of  the  South,  and  her  oppo- 
sition wasslowly  but  surely  making- 
its  way  in  Southern  territory.  The 
South  grew  aggressive.  Her  insti- 
tutions" were  at  stake.  The  vast 
amount  of  wealth  represented  in 
slave-property  was  about  to  be  lost. 
Threats  of  disunion  were  heard, 
The  constitution  was  condemned. 
The  Abolitionists  were  denounced  as 
rebels  and  traitors.  In  answer  to 
her  call  for  a  second  Calhoun,  the 
greatest  advocate  of  slavery  she 
ever  had,  and  upon  whose  altar  she 
sacrificed  unstintingly,  there  was 
not  a  response.  No  piomisewas  too 
great,  no  office  too  high,  no  honor 
so  dear,  but  she  would  sacrifice 
them  all  at  the  feet  of  a  Calhoun 
now.  In  the  South  she  searched  in 
vain. 

But  such  prospects  of  glory  did 
not  pass  by  in  silence,  that  tempter 
of  tempters  to  the  political  aspirant 
— ambition.  She  had  taken  posses- 
sion of  the  body  and  soul  of  a  free 
man  in  a  free  state.  That  man  was 
Stephen    A.    Douglas,    of     Illinois. 


He  was  young",  a  shrewd  politician 
and  an  ambitious  lawyer.  He  dared 
to  clash  and  beat  down  the  mental 
swords  of  a  Seward,  a  Chase,  a  Sura- 
ne.i.  He  dared  to  conquersuch  men. 
Their  immortal  words  in  behalf  of 
ancient  liberties  and  human  free- 
dom were  scorned  and  sneered  at 
by  Douglas,  as  the  petty  articula- 
tions of  sophists,  when  compared  to 
his  elaborate,  but  long  since  for- 
gotten theories  of  "  popular  sover- 
eignty." And  yet  Douglas  was  the 
victor.  He  was  the  peer  of  any  man 
on  the  floor  of  the  Senate.  His  suc- 
cesses were  uninterrupted.  He  did 
wonders  for  the  South.  He  practi- 
cally repealed  the  time-honored 
Compromise  of  1820.  He  was  Ihe 
author  and  advocate  of  the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  Bill.  For  these  the  South 
hailed  him  as  the  promoter  of  her 
institutions,  and  the  Savior  of  her 
cause.  Nor  did  she  waver  from  her 
estimate  of  the  man,  till  ambition 
played  him  false,  and  he,  in  turn, 
acted  the  traitor  to  the  South,  and 
to  the  party  which  put  him  in  pow- 
er. I  refer  to  thepositions  Douglas 
took  upon  the  Dred  Scott  Decision 
and  the  Lecompton  Constitution. 
Apparent  conformity  with  his 
theory  of  "squatter  sovereignty," 
and  reconcilement  with  the  South, 
forced  him  to  accept  the  former; 
and  personal  aggrandizement  in  the 
North,  compelled  him  to  denounce 
the  political  crime  embodied  in  the 
latter. 

Douglas  had  come  to  the"  parting 
of  the  ways."  Heretofore,  he  had 
been  balanced  by  the twopropelling- 
forces— the  North  and  the  South. 
He  had  been  the  undisputed  leader 
of  the  North,  and  his  hold  upon  the 
South  was  largely  acknowledged. 
But  his  political  devices  and  trea  'h- 
erous  actions  of  the  past  few   years 


brought  him  in  disfavor  with  the 
Administration;  the  South  was 
breaking  away  from  his  leadership; 
the  North,  was  uncertain  and  waver- 
ing as  to  its  course.  The  political 
situation  had  changed,  and  when  in 
1858  his  term  as  Senator  was  about 
to  expire,  in  order  to  save  himself 
from  defeat  he  returned  home  to 
canvass  for  his  re-election. 

In  his  own  State  he  met  the  great- 
est obslacle  to  his  political  ascend- 
ency he  had  yet  encountered.  An 
obstacle  which  his  intellect  could 
not  belittle;  which  his  magnetism 
could  not  attract;  nor  his  logic  rend 
asunder,  or  his  audacity  embarrass. 
Thatobstacle  was  Abraham  Lincoln 
In  striking  contrast  with  his  oppo- 
nent, Lincoln  was  hardly  known  be- 
yond his  own  State;  he  had  accom- 
plished no  great  deed  for  the  cause 
of  his  country.  He  was  simply 
"  Honest  Abe  Lincoln,"  a  reputable 
lawyer  in  Illinois,  having  strong- 
convictions  on  the  slavery  question 
which  he  was  not  afraid  to  utter. 

The  Republican  party  nominated 
Lincoln  as  their  can  lidate  in  the 
Senatorial  contest.  That  action  de- 
cided the  fate  of  this  Nation.  The 
North  and  South  were  irremediably 
severed.  The  forces  of  the  two 
sections  of  the  country  were  mar- 
shalled to  Hie  front;  the  generals, 
in  full  armor,  with  weapons  drawn, 
were  in  the  van  awaiting  the  signal 
to  clash  in  mortal  combat.  It  seem- 
ed as  though  the  battle  ground  was 
the  State  of  Illinois,  and  that  the 
agent,  either  to  dispel  this  vast  ar- 
ray of  dissension,  or  to  bring  them 
in  bloody  conflict,  rested  with  the 
victor  of  this  contest.  And  so  it 
did.  Here  the  advocates  of  the 
North  and  St  nth  were  at  last 
brought  face  to  face  m  personal 
contest  ;    the    two   champions    weie 


representative  men  of  the  times; 
their  arguments  were  carefully 
weighed  in  1he  balance — the  weak 
ones  vending  to  the  crucial  test  of 
inequality;  while  Ihe  strong  ones 
stood  out  in  all  their  distinctness 
as  living  entities,  stripped  of  all 
prejudice  and  feeling  and  exposed 
to  the  test  of  reason  a  truth. 

Seven  times  did  these  intellectual 
giants  face  each  other  in  this  State; 
at  seven  historic  spots  the  eyes  of 
the  nation  were  drawn,  as  if  by  a 
magnet;  and  on  seven  occasions 
these  men  were  the  mouth-pieces  of 
the  two  sections  of  the  country,  and 
the  issues  which  they  advocated 
were  zealously  applauded  or  mer- 
cilessly condemned  only  after  clue 
and  weighty  deliberation.  "The 
real  issue."  said  Lincoln,  "  is  the 
eternal  struggle  between  the  two 
principles — right  and  wrong-.  They 
have  stood  face  to  face  from  the  be- 
ginning of  time,  and  will  ever  con- 
tinue to  struggle." 

To  my  mind  this  debate  may  be 
likened  to  a  great  Supreme  Court  in 
which  the  Almighty  presides  as  the 
Judge,  and  the  slave  is  the  criminal. 
The  attorne37s  are  the  debaters,  the 
one  having  everything  to  lose,  the 
other  having  everything-  to  gain. 
The  witnesses  are  the  North  and  the 
South,  while  the  jury  is  compo  ed 
of  the  people  at  large.  And  at  this 
period  of  our  progress,  when  peace 
reigns,  and  sectional  differences  are 
allayed;  when  the  clouds  of  strife 
and  dissension  have  become  dim 
and  finally  lost  in  the  horizon  of 
tranquillity — it  i-  only  fair  to  add 
that  "  history  has  set  the  seal  of  ap- 
proval upon  the  decision  of  the 
men  of  the  North. " 

The  immediate  result  was  a  vic- 
tory for  Douglas.  But  characteris- 
tic of  the  two  men,  Douglas  fought 
for  immediate  results;  while  Lin- 
coln battled  for  principle  and  held 
communion  with  the  larger  audi- 
ence of  the  future.  He  willingly 
waited  for  that  greater  decision,  the 
result  of  the  second  and  more  sober 
judgment  of  men.  That  second 
thought  was  convincing,  and  the 
people  realized  at  last  that  the 
right  man  was  found  for  the  right 
cause.  They  felt  they  had  listened 
In  the  appeals  of  an  honest  man 
tillered  from  an  honest  heart. 

he  sponsor  of  liberty  had    spoken. 


As  if  by  a  miracle  a  new  light  had 
shown  out  from  the  heavens  and 
scattered  its  rays  of  dazzling-  bril- 
liancy over  the  earth.  The  eyes  of 
men  were  blinded  by  it,  their  minds 
reeled  in  seas  of  darkness;  but  with- 
in, their  hearts  were  quickened  with 
a  new  feeling,  and  the  slave  for  the 
first  time  breathed  the  air  of  free- 
dom. When  the  spell  had  broken 
and  the  path  of  vision  had  cleared 
away,  the  eyes  of  slave  and  freeman 
were  raised  aloft  and  there,  em- 
blazoned in  the  starry  heavens, 
the}7  beheld  the  inscription — "  With 
charity  for  all,  and  malice  toward 
none,"  and  just  above  that,  as  his 
foundation  stone,  was  reared  the 
towering-  form  and  the  peerless 
character  of  the  Patriot,  the  States- 
man and  the  Martyr,  Abraham 
Lincoln.

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AN  APPEAL 

To  Girls  in  A  Seminary  to    Pay  Attention 
to  Physical  Culture. 

Who  is  there  who  admires  the 
pose  of  a  round-shouldered,  flat- 
chested  and  flabby-muscled  person? 
Surely  no  one.  Every  girl  desires 
to  be  as  graceful  and  beautiful  of 
figure  as  is  in  her  power.  Although 
miracles  cannot  be  worked;  still  she 
will  be  surprised  at  the  remarkable 
and  desirable  changes  in  figure  and 
organs  of  the  body  and  also  the 
grace  and  suppleness  that  may  be 
cultivated  by  very  simple  move- 
ments under  an  experienced  teacher 
of  physical  culture,  one  who  would 
choose  exercises  best  fitted  to  the 
development  of  the  bod}-.  Atten- 
tion should  be  given  to  this  in 
schools,  and  more  particularly  in 
winter  than  summer,  as  the  girls 
have  a  tendency  to  stay  in  the  house 
and  not  take  a  sufficient  amount  of 
exercise.  Their  blood  does  not  cir- 
culate freely;  their  eyes  are  not 
bright  and  sparkling;  their  brains 
are  not  as  active,  and  the}-  lay  it  all 
to  over-study,  never  thinking  that  it 
is  from  want  of  fresh  air  and  exer- 
cise. 

The  ideal  of  health  is  that  happy 
condition  of  the  body  which  is  only 
possible  when  every  part  of  it  is 
perfectly  developed  and  equal  to 
performing  its  functions.  The 
actualization  of  this  ideal  is  very 
uncommon,  and  when  we  do  find 
one  which  pleases  our  imagination, 
she  is  a  creature  of  grace  and  vigor, 
health  and  activity.  Every  girl  who 
has  a  will  to  do  it,  can  improve  her 
body,  either  in  its  strength  and 
health,  or  its  suppleness  and  ease, 
and  make  herself  one  of  these  ideals 
by  persevering  practice. 

There  is  an  old   proverb,  "Beauty 


is  only  skin  deep,"  but  beauty  of 
form  is  not  skin  deep:  it  depends 
upon  the  bony  frame,  the  develop- 
ment of  the  muscles  over  the  bones 
and  also  the  fatty  layer  over  the 
muscles.  The  best  and  only  way  to 
develop  this  beauty  of  form  is  by 
physical  culture. 

The  American  woman  of  today 
has  degenerated  in  physique  and  is 
not  as  strong  and  robust  as  the 
woman  of  foreign  countries;  hence 
she  should  feel  it  her  special  duty 
to  give  this  culture  more  thought 
and  study.  In  these  days  of  intel- 
lectual training,  we  find  the  mental 
faculties  are  usurping  the  attention 
which  should  be  paid  to  muscular 
development,  and  the  body  is  grow- 
ing up  uneducated,  and  so  weak  and 
shaky  that  it  easily  gets  out  of  order. 
We  do  not  realize  that  the  body 
needs  special  training  as  well  as  the 
mind. 

If  persons  who  have  great  mental 
work  to  perform  would  give  a  little 
more  time  and  attention  to  the  de- 
velopment of  their  bodies,  they 
would  find  their  brains  becoming 
moie  active, because  an  active  brain 
requires  a  healthy  house  to  live  in. 
This  healthy  function  of  the  body 
can  only  be  procured  and  main- 
tained by  more  or  less  constant  use; 
a  muscle  which  is  unused  soon 
wastes  away  and  becomes  useless. 

The  physical  development  de- 
pends upon  the  harmonious  growth 
of  the  entire  body.  It  should  be 
developed  not  only  for  health  and 
art's  sake,  but  for  the  sake  of  a  full 
enjoyment  of  life.  A  girl  who  is 
weak  and  puny  cannot  get  the  full 
enjoyment  of  a  game  of  tennis  or 
basket  ball.  She  becomes  tired  out 
and  her  energy  is  all  expended  be- 
fore the  game  is  half  over.  It  is  not 
the   variety  or  complexity    of    the 


exercises  that  works  these  changes 
in  the  body,  but  the  regularity  and 
faithfulness  with  which  the  sim- 
plest ones  are  performed.  We  all 
know  that  persons  who  are  actively 
engaged  in  physical  labor  are 
healthier,  happier  and  live  longer 
than  those  whose  occupation  makes 
slight  demands  upon  their  muscu- 
lar system. 

Since  God  has  given  each  of  us  a 
living-  temple  to  care  for  while  we 
are  in  this  beautiful  world,  should 
not  each  one  of  us  strive  our  utmost 
to  make  this  temple  as  nearly  per- 
fect or  like  the  ideal  as  possible?

EMIGRATION. 


Much  has  been  said  and  written 
in  late  years  by  statesmen  and  stu- 
dents of  politicalscienceconcerning 
emigration.  Nearly  all  are  agreed 
that  it  is  a  growing  evil,  which,  if 
not  checked  soon  will  cause  disaster 
to  American  prosperity.  But  what 
distinction  should  be  made  in  pro- 
hibiting the  great  mass  of  foreign- 
ers from  seeking  our  shores,  is  the 
important  question  and  the  one 
which  mostly  commands  our  atten- 
tion. Shall  we  simply  stop  the  in- 
coming of  the  ignorant,  the  vicious 
and  the  diseased,  or  shall  we  extend 
this  prohibition  so  as  to  include  the 
laboring  man  and  the  mechanic? 

Fifty  years  ago,  when  there  were 
185,000  miles  of  railroads  to  be  con- 
structed, immense  public  works  to 
be  built,  millions  of  acres  of  lands 
to  be  occupied, we  could  graciously 
invite  our  neighbors  across  the  sea 
to  share  our  benefits.  Labor  was 
then  at  a  premium.  But  since  that 
time,  with  the  large  increase  of 
population,  advancement  in  learn- 
ing,  and    numerous    inventions,   a 


great  evolution  has  taken  place  in 
our  nation's  progress.  Today  the 
constructing-  of  railroads  and  build- 
ing of  public  works  are  comparative- 
ly small.  The  inviting  lands  have 
been  rilled.  We  cannot  share  with 
our  neighbors  and  live  comfortably 
ourselves. 

Besides  this,  of  the  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  emigrants  who  set  foot  on 
our  soil  yearly,  many  of  them  come 
from  the  less  civilized  portions  of 
Knrope.  They  have  been  trained  to 
live  in  more  degradation  than  our 
laboring-  men,  having  had  to  sub- 
sist on  less  pa}-,  consequently  they 
will  work  more  cheaply  here.  The 
result  is  thej'  replace  the  rightful 
heir  to  the  American  labor  field — 
the  American  workingman.  They 
also  lower  the  condition  of  society. 
Many  of  them,  in  retaining  their  old 
customs,  even  retain  their  old  pa- 
triotism. They  look  with  distain 
upon  our  institutions.  As  to  what 
might  happen  at  an}-  time  from 
these  disloyal  parasites  is  seen 
from  the  noted  Chicago  anarchial 
disturbance  a  few  years  back. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  of  our 
own  people,  when  they  see  these 
foreign  cattle  feeding  on  their  own 
pastures,  become  discontented. 
They  realize  that  the  plentiness  of 
the  past  is  fast  slipping-  from  their 
hold.  They  oppose  giving  up  their 
established  customs  and  adapt 
themselves  to  the  new  condition  of 
things  caused  by  cheap'labor.  They 
look  back  to  the  noble  work  and 
grand  achievements  of  their  ances- 
tors for  American  independence. 
The}'  behold,  with  greater  vivid- 
ness, their  own  families  suffering 
for  food  and  clothing-.  They  rest 
their  dissatisfaction,  as  a  rule,  upon 
their  employer.  Ever}'  one  knows 
(lie  result.  They  demand  higher 
wages.  It  is  not  given,  and  a  riot 
ensues.  Therefore,  I  would  follow 
the  opinion  that  the  laws  should  be 
so  rigid  that  only  a  few,  at  the  most, 
of  foreigners  conld  find  homes 
here.  If  so,  llie  labor  field  would 
he  large  enough  for  all.  Prosperity 
and  happiness  would  reign  instead 
of  want  and  misery.  Social  dis- 
order and  anarchy  would  become 
unknown,  and  when  the  day  is  end- 
ed and  the  workingman  goes  to 
rest,  he  would  not  dream  of  ease 
and  luxury  only  to  find  on  the  mor-

The  annual  athletic  meet  of  Mor- 
gan Park,  Northwestern  and  Lake 
Forest  Academies  will  be  held  on 
Marshall  field,  Saturday,  May  29. 

The  tennis  tournament  at  the 
Academy  is  creating  a  good  deal 
of  interest  and  some  good  playing 
ma j'  be  seen  on  the  courts  any  day. 

By  the  defeat  of  the  Bankers  last 
Saturday,  the  ball  team  partly  re- 
trieved their  defeat  by  Northwest- 
ern, as  the  latter  were  ten  days  ago 
defeated  by  the  Bankers.  As  a 
fielding  team,  the  Bankers  are 
stronger  than  the  Oak  Parks,  but 
are  not  as  strong  at  the  bat. 

Our  annual  triangular  athletic 
meet  with  Chicago  and  Northwest- 
ern Universities  has  had  to  be 
abandoned  this  year  because  of  the 
strained  athletic  relationship  exist- 
ing between  Chicago  and  North- 
western. It  is  hoped  that  they  will 
soon  "kiss  and  make  up,"  so  that 
this  meet,  which  ranks  next  to  the 
annual  Western  Intercollegiate 
meet,  may  not  be   dropped   forever. 

Now  is  the  critical  period  of  the 
base  ball  season  ;  some  hard  games 
are  still  to  be  played,  and  with  the 
showing  L.  F.  U.  has  made  so  far 
this  season,  it  is  desirous  that  the 
good  record  be  maintained.  To  do 
this  we  must  have  constant  and  hard 
practice.     Last  week  the  amount  of 


practice  indulged  in  by  some  of  the 
players  was  indeed  meager.  Now 
let  the  praetice  continue  and  the 
winning  of  games  will  be  the  re- 
sult. 

The  question  has  frequently  been 
asked,  Why  does  not  the  base  ball 
team  meet  more  of  the  large  college 
teams  this  3'ear?  A  little  explana- 
tion may  be  admisable:  In  the 
first  place,  in  previous  years,  Lake 
Forest  has  not  had  a  winning  team, 
therefore  the  larger  schools  do  not 
feel  warranted  in  giving  us  games 
which  would  cost  them  a  good  deal 
and  which  they  would  not  expect  to 
be  good  games.  Again,  the  large 
schools  would  give  us  games  if  we 
could  give  them  a  return  game  and 
that  would  be  entirely  out  of  ques- 
tion, as  the  attendance  at  games 
here  is  not  large  enough  to  pa)'  the 
expenses  of  a  Chicago  team,  to  sa3r 
nothing  about  paying  the  expenses 
of  the  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Beloit  or 
Michigan  teams.  The  team  has 
yet  to  meet  Northwestern  again, 
also  Beloit,  and  probably  Chicago. 
Besides  these,  some  minor  teams, 
such  as  St.  John's,  Monmouth  and 
Armour  Institute.

The  Class  of  Ninety-Seven  of 
Lake  Forest  College,  of  Lake  Forest, 
in  the  County  of  Lake,  and  State  of 
Illinois,  made  and  published  the 
second  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven : 

In  the  name  of  common  sense, 
Amen,  We,  the  class  of  '97,  of  Lake 
Forest  College,  of  Lake  Forest,  in 
the  County  of  Lake,  and  State  of 
Illinois,  of  tender  but  mature  age, 
and  being  of  sound  mind  and  mem- 
ory, do  hereby  make,  publish,  and 
declare  this  our  LAST  WILL  AND 
TESTAMENT  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing, that  is  to  saj': 

First — It  is  our  will  that  our  com- 
mencement expenses  shall  be  de- 
frayed, granting  that  the  said 
expenses  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  sixteen  cents  per  capita;  that  all 
our  unjust  debts,  including;  the 
debt  owing  to  William  Rice,  to  all 
laundries,  and  to  all  livery  stables, 
shall  be  paid  by  those  patriots  who 
failed  to  attend  the  several  base 
ball  games  played  at  Lake  Forest 
during  this  season,  together  with 
those  who  did  attend,  but  failed  to 
pay  admission. 

SECOXD-\Ve  give  and  bequeath  to: 
1.  To  the  University,  (a)  all  our 
loose  change,  which  shall  be  appro- 
priated to  establish  a  sinking  fund 
for  the  endowment  of  a  chair 
in  spoonology  and  oscillograph}', 
this  chair  to  be  held  by  William  G.

IX  THE  MUSICAL  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  class  of  '97  has  always  taken 
a  very  conspicuous  part  in  the  mus- 
ical associations  of  the  college. 
Through  the  efforts  of  certain  mem- 
bers of  this  class,  the  clubs  have 
been  placed  on  their  present  strong 
bases. 

Previous  to  '93  the  Glee  Club  was 
in  the  hands  of  the  Zeta  Epsilon 
society.  At  the  advent  of  '97  it  was 
thought  best  to  enlarge  the  scope 
of  the  clubs  and  make  them  more 
representative  as  college  institu- 
tions. A  new  plan  of  organization 
was  accordingly  adopted.  Mr.  Baker 
was  elected  president  of  the  new 
musical  association,  including  the 
Glee,  Banjo  and  Mandolin  clubs. 
Under  this  new  plan  the  clubs  have 
developed  and  become  more  effi- 
cient, until  today  they  may  be 
favorably  compared  with  any  of  the 
Western  clubs. 

For  the  past  two  years  Mr.  R.  O. 
Stoops  has  been  manager  of  the 
clubs  and  it  may  be  truthfully  said 
no  student  organization  has  been 
more  efficiently  managed.  No 
money  lost  and  all  bills  promptly 
paid.  Mr.  M.  K.  Baker  has  been  suc- 
cessful as  leader  of  the  Banjo  club 
for  two  seasons.  His  good  work 
also  on  the  Glee  club  can  be  attested 
to  by  the  fact  that  he  has  held  the 
position  as  first  bass  in  spite  of 
strong  competition. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Eakins  has  always  been 
active  in  musical  circles,  being- 
leader  of  the  Glee  club  for  one  sea- 
son. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Carver  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Banjo  club  for  two  years 
and  last  season  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Glee  club. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Williamson  has  been  the 
leading  first  tenor  of  the  Glee  club 
for  the  past  three  years.  Mr.  Will- 
iamson has  one  of  the  best  voices 
the  college  has  had  for  years. 

Miss  Clarine  Mellen  has  held  her 
place  as  a  first  soprano  on  the  Mit- 
chell Hall  sextette  ever  since  its 
organization,  three  years  ago. 

The  musical  ability  of  the  class  is 
not  confined  to  its  present  member- 
ship.    When   the   class    entered   as 


Freshmen  it  had  among  its  mem- 
bers several  other  musicians  of 
marked  promise. 

Miss  Ida  McLean,  ex-'97,  was  a 
member  of  the  Mitchell  Hall  sex- 
tette, and  when  she  left  college  to 
enter  Chicago  University,  she  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Ladies'  Glee 
club  of  that  institution  and  did 
good  work. 

Mr.  F.  Morriette,  ex-'97,  was  leader 
of  the  first  mandolin  club  under  the 
new  regime,  when  the  musical  or- 
ganizations were  given  over  by  the 
Zeta  Epsilon  society.

AS  FRESHMEN. 

As  we  look  back  upon  the  records 
of  our  past  years,  we  find  no  period 
containing'  more  decided  victories, 
all  things  considered,  than  when 
four  years  ago  we  wandered  around 
as  innocent  freshmen.  Our  class 
then  numbered  twenty-nine  mem- 
bers, of  whom  only  eight  remain  to 
receive  their  degrees  this  year.  In 
athletics  are  two  representatives 
upon  the  college  foot-ball  team, 
Adams  as  end  and  Cragin  sub-cen- 
ter. Our  class  foot-ball  team  was 
simpty  a  marvel.  We  permitted  no 
outside  team  to  score  against  us, 
and  the  other  classes  would  not 
pla}r  us.  It  was  during  that  year 
that  the  first  University  Musical 
Association  was  organized,  and 
Frank  Morriette,  a  '97  man,  led  the 
Mandolin  Club.  Moreover,  Messrs. 
Baker  and  Diedrickson  each  ap- 
peared upon  the  two  other  clubs. 
Upon  the  STENToR  staff  two  of  our 
members  held  conspicuous  places, 
Halbert  as  local,  and  Carver  as  as- 
sistant business  manager.  Our 
greatest  victory  was,  however,  when 
in  the  Freshman-Sophomore  con- 
test, Miss  Pierce  '97,  won  the  first 
prize,  and  Miss  McLean  '97,  won  the 
second. 

In  Freshman  ingenuity,  or  rather 
foolishness,  we  were  in  no  wise  de 
ficient.  What  other  class  ever 
adorned  themselves  in  white  robes 
and  caps,  and  after  marching'  with 
torches  to  the  Seminary  for  the 
class  girls,  proceeded  to  lake  shore,

It 
is  the  one  request  that  we  have  to 
make  of  next  year's  class,  that  the}' 
fix  this  custom  by  following  in  our 
footsteps. 

Ninety-seven  is  the  first  class  that 
has  gone  through  the  complete 
course  under  the  new  system,  the 
first  to  graduate  under  a  four3'ear's 
elective  course.  If  anyone  oppos- 
ing this  system  should  say,  "show 
us  results,  show  us  better  men  and 
women  that  it  has  turned  out,"  the 
reply  will  be,  "wait  until  ninety- 
seven  graduates."

Chapel  IDiscussion. 

A  complete  surprise  awaited  the 
students  of  thecollegethis  morning 
as  thej7  meekly  strolled  into  chapel 
and  took  their  accustomed  places. 
It  was  generally  expected  that  some 
important  announcement  would  be 
made,  but  when  the  Junior  and 
Senior  Sems,  led  by  Miss  Sargent, 
quietly  came  in  to  assist  in  the  ex- 
ercises, expectation  knew  no  bounds. 
After  the  religious  exercises,  Presi- 
dent Halsey  arose,  and  in  the  name 
of  the  three  departments  of  the  Uni- 
versity,and  their  faculties, presented 
to  the  students  a  report  from  the 
Kntertainment  Committee,  which 
had  for  its  object  the  avoidance  of 
the  serious  conflicts  which  have 
arisen  during  the  past  3-ear  between 
the  various  social  events  and  the 
literary  societies  set  for  Friday 
evenings.  He  stated  the  condition 
of  affairs  very  fairly  and  expressed 
the  desire  of  the  college  faculty  to 
co-operate  with  the  students  in  less- 
ening- as  far  as  possible  these  diffi- 
culties. The  following  recommen- 
dations, drawn  up  by  the  entertain- 
ment committee,  were  read  for  the 
consideration  of  the  students: 
I. 
To  limit  the  number  of  social 
entertainments  that  may  be  given 
on  Friday  evenings  during  the  year 
to  five: 

1.  A  general  University  social  or 
promenade  at  the  beginning-  of  the 
year. 

2.  A  joir  t  social  evening  of  the 
three  literary  societies  at  the  same 
season  if  they  desire  it. 

3  and  I.  Two  class  parties  at 
Ferry  Hall  during-  the  year. 

5.  One  Academy  entertainment 
at  some  time  during  the  year  if 
desired. 

II. 

That  no  other  social  entertain- 
ments for  Friday  evening-  be  con- 
templated, and  that  no  entertain- 
ments whatever  be  allowed  on  that 
evening. 

III. 

That  these  propositions  be  pre- 
sented first  to  the  faculty  and  then 
with  their  sanction,  to  the  student 
body  for  adoption,  to  the  end  that 
students  and  faculty  may  co-operate 
in  furthering-  the  work  of  the  liter- 
ary societies  by  keeping-  Friday 
evenings  free  for  their  meetings. 

After  these  recommendations 
were  read,  Prof.  Dawson  and  Miss 
Sargent,   as   members  of  the  Enter- 


tainment Committee,  presented 
their  views,  Then  Prof.  Jack  sug- 
gested that  the  students  be  given 
time  for  debate.  Accordingly  the 
faculty  left  the  room  for  a  half  hour 
and  the  recommendations  were  dis- 
cussed. H.  G.  Timberlake  was  made 
chairman  of  the  meeting.  A  lively 
discussion  then  took  place,  in  which 
Messrs.  Eakins,  Stoops,  Graff,  Col- 
man, Hubachek  and  Conro,  for  the 
men,  and  Misses  Williams,  Flynn 
and  Cummings,  for  the  young 
women,  took  part.  In  order  to  come 
to  some  conclusion,  the  following  re- 
solutions, proposed  by  R.  O.  Stoops, 
and  seconded  by  J.  W.  Hubachek, 
were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  First,  that  the  resolu- 
tions, as  presented  by  the  Faculty, 
be  adopted,  with  the  following  sub- 
stitution for  No.  2:  That  the  regular 
annual  receptions  of  the  three  liter- 
ary societies  of  the  College  and  the 
annual  reception  of  Ferry  Hall 
be  allowed  on  Friday  evening. 

Second,  That  other  social  events, 
away  from  Ferry  Hall,  ma}'  be  al- 
lowed on  Saturday  evening,  to  hold 
as  late  as  10:30. 

The  Faculty  re-entered,  and  on 
hearing  the  report,  which  embodied 
a  series  of  compromises,  promised 
to  consider  the  matter,  so  as  to  sub- 
mit the  results  to  a  vote  of  the  stu- 
dent body  Thursday  morning,  after 
the  chapel  exercises.  With  appro- 
priate words  from  the  President, 
the  meeting  adjourned. 
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
